A desire to do justice to everyone con- 
cerned prompts the mention of this cheum- 
|, Stanee, wich obviously has no bearing on 
the value of the composition of of Mr. Stock's 
transcription of it, or the Thomas orchestra's 
performance. That less important details 
may be disposed of speedily it max be stated 
at once that Mr. Stock's arrangement 1s in 
itself an interpretation, and a masterly one, 
and that the Thomas orchestra read his score 
with consummate virtuosity. In short, it 
is certain that Chicago music lovers have had 
Unsurpassed opportunity to become acquaint- 
ed with the Busoni fantasy.

The “Fantasia Contrapunctistica’’ is an 
epoeh marking composition, and its remark- 
able mastery of the problems of composition 
will undoubtedly win for its creator the re- 
spectful attention of every intelligent mu- 
sician, For the man whose mastery of the 
science and the technic of his art is such 
that he can solve the riddle which has baffled 
the musical world for nearly two centuries— 
with all due respect to Bernard Ziehn. 
who showed him the way—is not one Chose 
utterances are to be lightly dismissed as 
mere strivings after something new. Thus 
did the Berlin critics estimate them. 

That the. layman may understand some- 
thing of the complicated nature of the in- 
tellectual problems involved, be it said that 
the combination of five themes in strict 
counterpoint leads at once to 120 inversions. 
In other words, Busoni has accomplished an 
architectural feat comparable to the most 
ciMcult problem of engineering. On this 
phase of the work it is neither necessary nor 
expedient to dwell. Its discussion belongs to 
text book literature. For the genera! music 


loving public it is of more importance to 


know that this tonal architecture achieves ex- 
pressions of beauty and of emotional elo- 
quence that are inspiring and overpowering 
as well as markedly individual. 

Every ideal for which the art has striven is 
heréwith satisfied. The ‘‘ Fantasia Contra- 
punctistiea is classic in that the eum of its 
intellectual and forma! results is an emotional 
impression. It is romantic in those moments 
that by illusive harmonic colo? or wistful 
and tender inflection of melody appeal to sen- 
timent and imagination. It spans a breadth 
of contrast that might answer the purpose of 
the most vivid ‘dramatic music. And baving 
done this, it reaches out confidently toward 
the future and, as the composer has written 
makes known to man some fragment of the 
unknown by which he ts surrounded.

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Charles Moore, Most Likely Recruit, 
Seeking Infield Berth with Cubs. 


OUISVILALE, Kr., March 29.—[Special. ] 

At any one threatens to drive Charley 

Wesley Moore, the most likely of the 

Cubs’ infield recruits, “to the tall 

timber it won't frighten him a little 
bit. He has been there and learned enough 
in the nine years he spent in the tall forests 
of Oregon not to be afraid of anything they 
may conceal. : 

Moore is no raw recruit or inexperienced 
kid, but has seen twenty-seven summers 
pass, to say nothing of the spring training 
trips he has taken part in. He was born on 
a farm in Jackson count# Ind., but hardly 
will qualify as a Hoosier because his parents 
moved to Oregon when he was only 2 years 
old. Consequently his memories of the Mc- 
Cutcheons, Ades, Tarkingtons, et als. is im- 
perfect. For nearly ten years Moore’s father 
pioneered in the lumber forests of Oregon, 
then moved his family to Gardner, Ore., 
where ‘they lived for several years before 
going to Portland, the present home of this 
thumbnail sketch. 


~o-— 
Soon after going to Portland Moore entered 
Columbia university and started his baseball 
career as a pitcher. For three years he 
starred on the slab for his college, but be- 
fore the fourth college season came he was 
to turn professional! and joined the 
Portland club. He pitched five games for 
that team in the spring of 1906, but it was 
found he could hit the ball better than the 
average pitcher ought to, so fle was trans- 
ferred into an inflelder. He played at third 
base for about six weeks, then was switched 
to second. Walter McCreedie was the man- 
ager who caused the transformation. 
In the following year, 1907, McCreedie did 


not think Moore was worth as much to the 


Portiand team as Moore did, consequently 


played with an independent team in the 
P City league Next year he was 
back in the fold with the Aberdeen team of. 
the Northwestern league and he played there 
for two seasons. eb 

Peoria obtained Moore from the North- 
western in the spring of 1910 and he per- 
formed in the Three Eyes league all that 
season, only to De drafted by the Cincinnati 
club in the fall. Manager Griffith took Moore 
on the spring training trip to Hot Springs 
last spring, but before the season opened the 
Cincinnati club disposed of Moore to the Los 
Angeles team of the Pacific Coast league, 
from which the Cubs obtained him. 


~o 
Moore is 27 years old, his first birthday be- 
ing Dec. 1, 1884. He is of medium height, 5 
feet 10% inches, and weighs 160 pounds in war 
paint. His specialty in recent years has been 
shortfield, but he has had experience at 
second and third bases as well. 

Since he was in college Moore has been 
troubled with abscesses forming in hie head 
as the result of a blow received from a 
pitched dall. These affected his eyesight in 
a peculiar manner. He was able to gauge 
the ball effectively while at bat and kept up 
his reputation as a strong batsman. But in 
the field ground balls that came to him below 
his knee or for which he had to run hard 
proved deceptive and marred his fielding 
record. 

Four times Moore has been operated on, 
the first three attempts to remove the source 
of the trouble being ineffective. Late in the 
season of 1911 he was operated on for the 
fourth time and to all appearances the last 
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the young man joined the holdout colony and 
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job was successful. Careful examination by 
Dr. T. A. Davis, the Cubs’ physician, when 
Moore reported in advance of the training 
trip this spring, disclosed no recurrence of 
the trouble and the doctor expressed the 
opinion that it would not recur. 


— 

In the work Moore has done with the Cubs 
at second base he has improved greatly. Al- 
though at first showing a tendency toward 
weakness on low rolling grounders, after a 
game or two he fielded those with as much 
accuracy as a veteran. 

Moore played in 143 games at Los Angeles 
last season and batted close to the .300 mark, 
his official figures being .298. That placed 
him tenth among the regular players of the 
league. He stole fifty-four bases and ranked 
sixth in the league in baserunning. He is 
fast on his feet and in addition knows what 
to do when he gets ona base. He seems to 
be trying to do something all the while he 
is on the lines. In one game in New Orleans 
he came so close to stealing home that only 
a perfectly delivered ball enabled the catcher 
to get the verdict from Umpire Atz, and it 
was so close a decision that it could have 
been given either way without causing 
Jakey’s conscience to trouble him in after 
years, 

Being able to play either short or second, 
Moore is valuable to the Cubs as a substitute 
for Tinker or Evers in case either is injured, 
and that bench berth already is conceded to 
him by the dopesters and players.

Plants for Halls. 1 
BY EBEN E. o. 
LADY writes: “I wish you -would give 
us some information about plants suit- 
able for use in halls. I have tried sev- 
eral that the florists told me would prove 
satisfactory, but none of them have been 
that. I had an araucaria, a palm, and a rubber 
plant. For a time they seemed to do fairly 
well. Then their leaves turned yellow, and 
pretty soon they died. I watered them daily 
and fertilized them once a week. What was 
wrong?” 

I give the lady's letter entire because it 
contains in itself a not only possible. but prob- 
able explanation of her failure-—-too much 
water, too frequent applications of fertilizer. 
Most halle do not have much direct light; 
therefore, few plants do well in them, Palms, 
as a general thing, do fairly well there, pro- 
vided the right varieties are chosen and these 
are given proper care. But if they are watered 
daily and overfertilized they soon become dis- 
eased. A plant that stands away from direct 
light does not require much water, because 
evaporation takes place slowly. Daily water- 
ing is sure to result in a gour soil sooner or 
later, and that is the beginning of trouble 
which ultimately ends in the death of the 
plant. Plants kept under such conditions do 
not require any fertilizer, because they will 
| not be growing, and a plant that is not in 
active growth will be harmed instead of bene- 
fited by applying rich and stimulating food. 
Never use any kind of fertilizer on a plant 
that is standing still, for it*is not in a condi- 
tion to make use of it. It is like giving rich 
food to a dyspeptic. 


About the only plant. Y can unhesitatingly 
recommend for use In a hall that does not get 
direct light is the aspiditra, about which I 
have recently seen several inquiries in Marton 
Harland’s Helping Hand” department. This 
is one of the plants that do not require a 
great deal of light. It has a. sturdy, vigorous 
constitution, which enables it to withstand 
treatment that would be death to most plants. 
It is, to me, a more attractive plant than the 
palm, because ‘of ‘the profusion of its ‘rich, 
dark green foliage. As it sends up its leaves 
from the roots and has no branches, in the 
ordinary sense of the term, it lacks the state- 
liness of palm or Reis, but a large pot of it. 
filled with luxuriant faliage, is extremely or- 
namental, cspecially if the variegated sort is 
used. The writer of this article has a plant 
at least 10 years old. It is in a twelve inch 
pot, and has not been repotted for over eight 
years. It has, by actual count, 127 leaves, each 
from twelve to eighteen inches long, not in- 
cluding leaf stalk. Such a specimen is worth a 
good deal to any one who cares to use grow- 
ing plants for. room decoration. In summer it 
is moved to the veranda, where it seems to 
take on new life and store up strength for the 
coming season in the hall, I keep it growing 
by applying liquid manure. The nutriment 
contained in this takes the place of nutriment 
usually contained in the soil, The plant does 
not seem to care how it gets its food, so long 
as it gets it. 


> 
In order to grow palms or ficus in a hall 
which has no djrect light, it is advisable to 
have several plants, and use them in succes- 
sion, allowing none to remain there longer 
than four or ſlve days at a time. Then remove 
to a light place until needed again. Be care- 
ful not to overwater while in shade. If fre- 
. quent change is made, it is possible to make 
these plants available for hall use; but if 
they are kept there permanently, or for long at 
a time, they are pretty sure to become sickly, 
and when that takes place their vatue as a 
decorative plant is ended. The only variety 
of palm that I would advise for use in the 
hall is the Kentia—either Belmoreana or Fos- 
terlana. These are of sturdy habit, and win 
stand more ill treatment than any other va- 
riety except Phenix reclinata, which ds far 
less graceful than these. 
If something out of the common is desired, 
I would recommend Agave Queen Victoria.” 
This ig a variety of the century plant with 
long, thick, sueculent foliage of a pale green 
bordered with creamy white and yellow. &mall 
| plants are very attractive, and large ones 
have a stateliness quite as noticeable as that 
of any palm, but entirely different in char- 
acter.

BOUT fifty citizens subscribed for stock 
in the Woodlawn Cotperative Grocery 
association at the second meeting of the 
organization held last night in the Wood- 
lawn Park Methodist Episcopal church, 
Sixty-fourth street and Woodlawn avenue. 

The cooperative store, if financed by a stock 
subscription of $6,000 or more, is to be located 
on Sixty-third street between. Lexington and 
Madison avenues. Its promoters assert it will 
cope with the problem of high cost of living by 
making every man a stockholder in the grocery 
of which he purchases his goods. 

The stock sells at $10 a share and no one 
family can take more than 100 shares. 

The returns on the investment will be dis- 
tributed in proportion to the goods purchased. 
Doctors, lawyers, University of Chicago pro- 
fessors, and business men are interested in the

W. M. Stickney, one of the leaders in the 
movement, in answering the problem of driving 
grocers out of business, said: 

“It is the march of progress just as was 
the establishment of the big shoe and. vehicle 
factories which drove the old bootmaker and 
the carriage maker out of one employment into 
another ere they are now making more 
money. 

Our modern competition is not efficient; it 
is not economy. It has raised the price on the 
things we buy and lowered the price on the 
things we sell.

Economical rlousekeeping 


Real Coffee. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

EW ORLEANS, La., March 29.—Creole 

dripped coffee is the pride, the boast, and 

the necessity of the residents of this 

city. The real thing is as dark as ma- 

hogany, and so much an essence that 
only a few spoonfuls are required in hot milk 
to make a satisfactory morning cup. 

Hot milk instead of cream is always served 
with it, and even one accustomed to coffee with 
the latter is perfectly satisfied. At dinner, 
it is, of course, served black in small cups, 

In one of the guide books cf New Orleans is 
the statement: In addition to many other dis- 
tinctive attributes, New Orleans is noted the 
world over for the exquisite quality of her 
Creole or French dripped coffee—the genuine. 
aromatic, delectable cup so rare elsewhere and 
yet so common in every household, hotel, and 
restaurant in New Orleans.” N 

— 


If this coffee is rightly made, it will brown 
ine cup and stain the spoon. But even when 
thus strong, the native will take it clear, al- 
though the most of them take but a few spoon- 
fuls of it in hot milk for their breakfast. 
Children are brought up on it—“ the habitual 
cup of morning coffee.” In some cases, it is 
carried to them before they afe out of bed. 

The daughter of one of the old dectors of 
New Orleans, one of the famous beauties who 

nas been a queen of carnival time, told me that 
she always had this coffee brought to her bed 
when she was a child. 

Anybody can buy or devise a drip coffee pot, 
but outside of New Orleans, or at any rate in 
the north, not one person in a hundréd can 
make real drip coffee; perhaps it would b@more 
correct to say, will make this coffee. 

A white haired Creole lady, who lives in the 
old time manner and comfort, told me that so 
devoted were they to Creole coffee that, when 
other utensil was lacking, they took the bronze 
ornaments of the mantel, small pillars, at least 
eighteen inches high, to put their dripper in, 
a receiver being placed beneath. 

— 

Unless people are coffee fiends, nothing is so 
economical as dripped coffee. When 
rightly made every bit of virtue there was in 
the ground coffee bean has been extracted—a 
rare thing in coffee making. The strength has 
rarely been more than half extracted from. the 
grounds ordinarily discarded by most families. 

Drip Coffee.—Pour just enough boiling water 
over the coffee in the dripper to swell it. 
After this, add boiling water, spoonful by 
spoonful, and continue this process for an hour 
or two, according to the amount required and 
according to the amount of coffee used. The 
more ground coffee that is used, the longer it 
will take, of course, to get out its full strength. 
As there are sixteen tablespoons to a cup, it fs 
easy to make the required amount to a spoon- 
ful.

One tablespoon of ground coffee, dripped, will 
make one cup of very strong coffee. The di- 
rections given in cook books for making this 
, Coffee seldom indicate just how slow the proc- 
ess should be. Pour over gradually” is the 
ordinary direction, and one can pour gradually 
and yet continuously. 

Café Brulét (courtesy of E. V.)—This recipe 
makes after dinner coffee for two. Three lumps 
of sugar, four pieces of whole clove, one small 
stick of cinnamon, one-half rind of lemon, one 
gill of good brandy (if not good, it will not 
burn), and an equal amount of coffee, gradually 
poured into this mixture. Light and dip high, 
while burning. 

At one famous place is served café brulét 
diabolique, which is nothing different from 
the above, except possibly in the proportions 
and in substituting for the cloves some allspice. 
Elsewhere the gnac is poured on two lumps 
of sugar in at poon held over the after din- 
ner cup, and burned. After the alcohol has 
al} burned out, the burned sugar and brandy 
are dipped into the cup.
